Will He Placed on Trial For Inciting 
iiie r reliefi Army to M utiny , and 
Officers Are Also Told to Remain 
Away From the Court — Decision 
Soon Look ed For. 


Paris, May 27.—The minister of war, 
Camille Krauts, has issued stringent 
orders that no officer, either in civilian 
costume or uniform, shall freq uent the 
palace of justice or its precincts next 
week during the public hearing of the 
demand for a revision of the Drey fus 
trial, and during the trial before the 
court of assises of Paul Deroulede and 
Marcel Hubert of a charge of provok ing 
offenses against the security of the state 
and iuciting the army to mutiny . 
On the day of the fnneral of the late 
President Felix Fan re of France, Feb. 
*3 last, as the troops led by General 
Roget wore returning from the oemotery 
of Pere Is* Chaise to barrack s at Neu- 
illy -Sur-Seine, Panl Deroulede, chief of 
the League of Patriots nud a violent op­ 
ponent of Drey fus revuiou, called upon 
General Roget to march his troop* on 
the Elysee palace. 
The req uest was ig­ 
nored. 
M. Deroulede, who was then joined 
by M. Marcel Hubert, member of the 
chamber of deputies for Rambouillet, 
another violent autirevisiouut, headed 
a baud of men and entered the court 
y ard of the barruck s with the brigade. 
De roue led e and Marcel Hubert boldly 
proclaimed thut they wished to lead the 
army into a revolutionary movement 
aud to replace the iiarhamoutary repub­ 
lic by a plebiscitary republic. 
They re­ 
fused to q uit the barrack * and were 
placed under urrnst. 
On the following 
day the facts were reported to the cham­ 
ber of deputies, which promptly author­ 
ised the public prosecutor to tak e pro­ 
ceedings against them on the charge of 
attem pting to torn the troops from their 
duty . 
The public hearing of the demand for 
Drey fus' revision is expected to open on 
Monday next. 
The speeches will prob­ 
ably occupy four day s aud the decision 
be given on June 2 or June 3. 


S O M E 
E X T B A C T H . 


T h e F iga r o P u b lis h e s W h a t Is S a id 
to He D rey fu s' Notea . 
Paris, May 27.—The Figanf publishes 
some notes written by Drey fus m No­ 
vember and December of 189 4, while he 
was awaiting trial. 
These, in part, are 
as follows: 
'• During the 17 day s fol­ 
lowing my arrest I underwent several 
examinations. 
An officer came in the 
evenings with his secretary —anger in 
his eyes aud iusult on his lips. 
My 
overtask ed brain could not stand more. 
"I alway s ask ed what were the proofs 
of the accusation, but he refused to show 
them, aud said that the instrum ent of 
my socalled crime was a letter. 
Why 
was 1 not shown it ? 
My condition became such that I 
wished to commit suicide. 
1 was mad. 
In the midst of my fever I took my 
sheets and prepared to hang my self to 
the window; but I reflected that if 1 
died thus, all would think me guilty , 
aud that I must live in order to cry 
aloud that I am iunooeut." 
Drey fus goes on to express astonish­ 
ment that he should be arrested and dis­ 
honored because experts had asserted 
that his writing was similar to that of 
the incriminating letter. 
Throughout 
the investigation they said to him: “ You 
are lost. Nothing can save you.*’ Final­ 
ly he was informed, he say s, that he 
would be sent before a oourimar ial, us 
the nresumillions of '.r jlt were sufficient 


to warrant it. 
Thus the "overwhelm­ 
ing proofs” of the first day s of investi­ 
gation hud become at the end of two 
months only "presumptions." 
To this 
he replied: 
"I declare that a monstrous infamy is 
beiug committed toward me, a nameless 
aot of cowardice. 
I have not had to do 
with investigating judges, but with ex- 
ecutiouers. ”

Washington, May 87.—The war de­ 
partm ent's order of Thursday giving 
clearance to Cuban vessels under the 
Cuban flag, has raised a q uestion as to 
the right of the United States to tak e 
this step that ultimately will have to be 
determined by the attorney general. 
The order, as issued by the war depart­ 
ment, simply authorizes its officers in 
Cuba to clear the vessels iu q uestion, 
but at present they will have to sail at 
their own risk , so far as any fines or 
penalties are concerned to which they 
may be subjected in foreign ports. 
The m atter has been referred to the 
treasury department as to whether or 
not the war department has the right to 
anthonze Cuban vessels to fly tbe Cu­ 
ban flag under the American ensign. 
There is no q uestion that the treasury 
department will decide that there is no 
existing law which would justify this 
step. 
The matter then will be referred 
to the attorney general for au opinion 
whether, under a broad construction of 
the law of military occupation, this 
conn try can authorize the use of this 
combination of flags aud enforce its re­ 
spect in the ports of foreign countries. 
This also may raise a nice q uestion as 
to how far this course would commit 
the United States to the recognition of 
the independent rights of Cuba, a step 
that this government, so far, has studi­ 
ously avoided. 
The m atter is one of vital importance 
to the material interests of Cnba just 
now, and the department feels justified 
in tak ing an unprecedented course to 
tarnish the island relief in the emer­ 
gency .

23 last, as the troops led by General 
Hog et were returning from tho cemetery 
of Pere Isl Chaise to Imrrack* at Ken- 
illy-Sur-Soine, Paul Deroalede, chief af 
the League of Patriots aud a violent op­ 
ponent of Dreyfus revision, called upon 
General Roger to march his troops on 
the Elysee palace. 
The request was ig­ 
nored. 
M. Deruulede, who was then joined 
by M. Man'cl Habert, member of the 
chamber of deputies for RambouiUet, 
another violent antirevisionist, headed 
a band of men Mid en tend tho court 
yard of the barracks with tho brigade. 
Der jOuUkIo aud Marcel Habert boldly 
proclaimed that they wished to lead the 
army into a revolutionary movement 
aud to replace the parliamentary repub­ 
lic by a plebiscitary republic,

C uban F lo g F ly in g U nder A inert can 
E iisigu May Not He R ecogn ized by 
F oreign C ou n tries—M atter Will Be 
R eferred to A ttorney G eneral F or a 
C onstruction o f th e Law. 


Washington, May 37.—The war de­ 
partment's order of Thursday giving 
clearance to Cuban vessels under the 
Cuban flog, has raised a question os to 
the right of the United States to take 
this step that ultimately will have to be 
determined by the attorney general. 
The order, as issued by the war deport­ 
ment, simply authorises its officers in 
Cuba to clear the vessels in question, 
but at present they will have to soil at 
their own risk, so for as any fines or 
penalties are concerned to which they 
may be subjected in foreign ports. 
The matter has been referred to the 
treasury department as to whether or 
not the war department has the right to 
authorise Cuban vessels to fly the Cu­ 
ban flag under the American ensign.

This also may raise a nice question as 
to how far this course would commit 
the United States to the recognition of 
the independent rights of Cuba, a step 
that this government, so far, has studi­ 
ously avoided. 
The matter is one of vital importance 
to the material interests of Cuba just 
now, aud the department feels justified 
in taking an unprecedented coarse to 
furnish the island relief in the emer- 
tJWHJy.
